The Chilean Fleet Said to be Prepar- 
ing to Open the Ball. 


Admiral Walker May, Have to Fight at 
the Straits of Magellan—The Sita. 
ation Hourly Becoming — 
More Threatening,

Wasuinetos, Jan. 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}] A rumor was in circula- 
tion here tonight that the Yorktown 
had been fired upon in the harbor of 
Valparaiso by the Chileans. It caused 
great excitement for a while, and fre- 
quent calls were made on the Associated 
Press to ascertain if there were any 
truth in it. 

When the story was reported to Sec- 
retary Tracy he treated it very lightly. 
He added that he had no news to com- 
municate to the press tonight. © 


ANOHER STARTLING REPORT. 


Chile Will Open the Ball by Attacking Ad- 
miral Walker's Fleet. 

New Youk, Jan. 18.—|By the Asso- 
sociated Press.} A Washington dis- 
patch printed here states that Capt. 
Evans has reported to the department 
‘that four of the best cruisers of the 
Chilean navy will leave Valparaiso Jan- 
uary 20 for the Straits of Magellan 
with a torpedo boat besides. 

From another officer comes the addi 
tional information that the captain of 
one of the English ships of war in those 
waters said that a Chilean commander 
had informed him that the fleet was 
going ona special mission. ‘You may 

astonished before long’’ he said. 
This news is interpreted to mean that 
Admiral Walker's fleet may be halted 
there and directed to turn back or risk 
afight. Thisis the most serious indi- 
cation of Chile’s hostile intention which 
the Navy Department has received. 
Naval officers says it can only mean one 
thing, which is that Chile intends open- 
ing ball herself. The vessels to go 
are said to be the Esmeralda, Almi- 
rante Cochrane, Pinto, a new unarmed 
cruiser whose eaten is nineteen 
knots, and the Well, the torpedo 
boat that blew up the Blanco Encalada. 
Admiral Walker, in his flagship, the 
Chicago, arrived at Montevideo Janu- 
ary 11. He was today informed of 
what might await him and warned to 
make ready forit. .. 

For the first time there is real alarm 
here at the threatened danger to Ad- 
miral Walker. His squadron is not 
equipped with torpedoes and the Chi- 
cago might be blown up in spite of the 
utmost vigilance. It would be a daring 
and plucky attempt, but so was, the 
successful attempt on the Blanco En- 
calada. 

Capt. Evans also informed the depart- 
ment that he is taking the most extreme 
precautions on accoant of what he has 
been told for the safety of the York- 
town. He does not intend to be blown 
out of water if he can help it. 


A MOST CRUEL SIGHT. 


An Eye-Witness's Account of the Attack 
on Two Baltimore Sailors. 

San Francisco, Jan. 18.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Capt. Jenkins of the 
American steamship Keweenaw was to- 
day examined by Judge Remey as to his 
| knowledge of the attacks on the Balti- 
more’s sailors in Valparaiso on October 
16 last. The Keweenaw was at Val- 
paraiso at the time. Capt. Jenkins tes- 
tified that he was eating dinner at a 
hotel in a fashionable partgof the city 
on the evening of ‘the 16th of October 
when he heard shouts of a mob outside. 
He ran out and found a mob attackinga 
Baltimore sailor. The man tried to en- 
ter the gate of the intendencia, but was 
repulsed by sentries, who crossed their 
muskets and barred his way. The mob 
then knocked the sailor down and beat 
him. The olice afterwards arrested 
him. Capt. Jenkins continued as fol- 
lows: 

I returned to the hotel and sat looking 
outof the window with a lady. when we 
saw a Baltimore sailor come running into 
the square, pursued bya mob, who were 
stoning him. One overtook him and 
knocked him down inthe gutter. Another 
then picked up a paving stone and, raising 
it high above his head, ughtit down on 
the prostrate body. The heav stone 
struck the sailor on the shoulder, fnsekions 
tbe man stiff. It wasthe most cruel thing 
Tever saw. The lady with me fainted at 
the sight. The police came up and carried 
the senseless body away. 

The captain said he had seen on the 
day of the assault about twenty Balti- 
more sailors on shore andall appeared 
sober. Those he saw attacked were 
certainly sober, 


ORDERS TO EVANS. 


‘Ge Will Take the Legation Refugees to 
Callao, Peru. 

Wasuinoton, Jan. 18.—({By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Navy Department 
today was stilla scene of great activ- 
ity. Secretary Tracy trad frequent con- 
sultations with his bureau chiefs and 
outward signs denote that a great deal of 
work was beingdone. The greatest ac- 
tivity prevails in the Bureau of Navy 
Intelligence, the agents of which are 
said to have been at work on a possible 
campaigns besides collecting all imag- 
inable information {rom 
serous this bureau the Secretary has 
kept himself thoroughly informed of the 
movements of agenis of Chile who, it is 
rumored, for some time have been ran- 
sacking Europe for war material. The 
comprehensive operations now con- 
ducted by the department are largely 
for the purpose of ascertaining just 
what the naval system can accomplish 
in the event of hosti ities. 

Secretary Tracy this afternoon cabled 
to Commander Evans, of the Yorktown, 
at Valparaiso, instructing him to take 
the. Balmacedist retugees now under 


— 
there, but tp use his discretion as tothe 
time of his departure. The departure 
of the Yorktown would leave the United 
States without a single naval v3ssel in 
Chilean waters. the Boston being at 
Callao, The Yorktown could hardly 
make the trip and return in less than a 
week. As Capt. Evans is vested with 
full discretion it is not regarded as 
likely that he wil! leave Valparaiso 
until he is relieved by another vessel or 
is thoroughly satisfied that the condi- 
tion*of affairs in Chile justifies him in 
leaving the United States Minister with- 
out means of getting out of that coun- 
try in the event that circumstances 
made it desirable or necessary to do so. 
Therefore it is regarded as probable 
that the Boston will be sent to Val- 
paraiso, although atthe Navy Depart- 
ment it is asserted that no orders bear+ 
ing on this subject have been sent. 

The President today denied himself 
to all visitors and worked on the Chil- 
ean correspondence. He is preparing 
his message to Congress. It is still the 
belief that the message and correspon- 
dence will be sent to Congress on 
Wednesiay. The Secretary of State is 
unable to leave his house today because 
of an attack similar tg that of a week 
ago, which he recovered from lately. 

A rumor is circulated to the effect 
that the Chilean Minister has notified 
this government that an apol from 
Chile will be forthcoming. This could 
not be confirmed. 

Capt. Remey, naval judge advocate- 
general, who has been conducting the 
investigation into the Baltimore case at 
San Francisco, is expected to return to 
this city tomorrow or Wednesday with 
the concluding portion of the testimony. 


WORK AT MARE ISLAND. 


Warships Being Fitted Out with All Pos- 
sible Dispatch. 

VALLEJO, Jan. 18.—[By the Associated 
Press,] The Navy Department is losing 
no time in fitting out vessels for imme- 
diate dispatch to Chile, should occasion 
require it. Not asingle hour is lost in 
preparing the Baltimore. Sbe cannot 
possibly leave under a week, but is in 
the stream receiving coal and supplies. 
Workmen are on board and her machin- 
ery is rapidly receiving a thorough 
overhauling. The main battery is care- 
fully looked after, and the guns are be- 
ing regulated for concentration of fire. 

or the first time in years workmen 
have taken themseives to the monitor 
Comanche, and her machinery is be- 
ing overhauled. The orders to dock 
the monitor have been countermanded 
owing to the expected arrival of the 
Charleston, and she will receive at- 
tention first. It isnot disputed that the 
drydock is to be kept for the Charles- 
ton, and her coming is expected hourly.

CHILEAN WAR TALK. 


She Will Try to Blockaie the Straits of 
Magellan. ' 

_New York, Jan. 18,—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.|] The Wall Street Journal 
says: 

Advices received here by officials of one 
of the leading steamship companies doing 
business with South America say that three 
of Chile's largest ships sailed for the straits 
on Saturday from Valparaiso, evidently to 
reinforce the Alfairante Cochrane now 
lyiug there, Chile's. most powerful vessel. 

e purpose is taken to be to blockade the 
Straits of Magellan and prevent passage of 
our ships to the west coast. This would 
necessitate a naval battle at the straits as 
the first result of a declaration of war. 

These steamship officials say that war is 
very probable if Chile’s movements are any 
indication, 

San Disco, Jan. 18.—Authentic ad- 

vices from privaté sources in Chile 
state that among the common people of 
that country the talk is that war will 
result. The Chileans have no idea that 
their government will back down or re- 
tract any word or act. They consider 
themselves strong. and expect ad- 
ditional strength trom England. They 
agree that the United States navy is 
_able to wipe their vessels off the face 
of the ocean, but they doubt not their 
ability to secure recognized aid from 
England, or to secure some of En- 
gland’s warships by purchase. If the 
informant is correct representatives of 
the Chile government are now in En- 
gland working on both propositions. 


TORPEDOES FOR CHILE. 


A Consignment from Europe Now on Its 
Way to That Country. 
Wasuixeron, Jan. 18.—[{By the Asso- 

ciated Press.| George Asta Burnaga. 

Charge d’Affaires of the Chilean lega- 

‘tion in Washington during Balmaceda'‘s 

administration, states that the torpe- 

does shipped to Chile, which Admiral 

Walker cabled from Montevideo were 

on their way to their destination, were 

ordered by Balmaceda’ during his su- 
premacy and paid for by money shipped 
from Chile in a British man-of-war. 

They were intended for operations 

agdinst the insurgents and not against 

tne United States. 

While he deprecates the war, he says 
the Chileans will fight to the last extrem- 
ity if hostilities once begin. English and 
German influence, he thinks, will be 
brought to bear strongly on Chile in the 
interest of peace.

FROM VALPARAISO, 


More Chilean Dupiicity—Violent Newspa- 
per Attacks on Egan. 

New York, Jan. 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Herald’s Valparaiso 
special says: ‘rhe Chilean govern- 
ment had knowledge of the departure 
of the Balmacedan refugees from the 
American legation to the Yorktown, 
and ordered detectives to guard the 
passage of the refugees from the rail- 
road depot tothesteamer. Despite this 
and other facts, the government feigns 
not to have kaown officially of their de- 
parture. 

‘Violent attacks upon Minister Egan 
continue in the local papers at the in- 
stance of Thompson of the London 
Times, notwithstanding the promises 
made to Egan and the British Minister. 
Kennedy, by Minister Pereira that such 
attacks should cease in the paper con- 
trolled by Minister of Finance Ver- 
ezara. 

“Telegrams .are constantly passing 
between the British Minister and Ad- 
miral Hotham dilating upon the state of 
affairs.

A Signiticant incident. | 

Curcaco, Jan. 18.—What may be re- 
garded as a significant incident was the 
receipt at army headquarters here to- 
day ofa large number of maps. They 
are taken from surveys made in 1887 
and are said to show the exact position 
of every fortified spot along the Chilean 
coast. Gen. Miles declines to discuss 
Chilean affairs or the receipt of the 
maps.

CALVIN’S CREED. 
Progress of Revision of the Presbyte- 
rian Faith, 

New Yorn, Jan. 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press] The Presbyterian Gen- 
eral Assembly Committee on Revision 
of Faith today took up the doctrine of 
infant damnation, which is entirely 
eliminated by the adoption of a substi- 
tute for chapter 12, section 4, which 
now reads: . ‘‘Infants dying in infancy 
and all other persons who are not 
guilty of transgression are included in 
the election of grace and are saved and 
regenerated by Christ through the 
Spirit who worketh when and where 
and how he pleaseth. So also are all 
other elected persons who are not out- 
wardly called by the baptistry of the 
Word.”’ 

No change is made in section 4 save 
the striking out of the word *‘they’’ in 
the third line. No change is made in 
chapters 4 and 16. The seventh chap- 
ter of section 18 is made to read as 
folluws: ‘*‘Works done by unregenerate 
men, although they may be things 
which God command and of good use 
both to themselves and others, and al- 
though the neglect of such things is 
awful and displeasing to God, yet be- 
cause they proceed not from a heart 
purified by faith nor are done in a right 
manner to the word nor to the glory of 
God and do not meet the requirements 
of the divine law, hence they cannot be 
pleaded as a ground of acceptance with 

The committee working on the section 
of chapter 4, which treats of predesti- 
nation, brought in a report today. 
After a vigorous discussion the follow- 
ing words were adopted to express the 
future doctrine of the Presbyterian 
Church: ‘The rest of mankind, God 
saw fit, according to the unsearchable 
counsel of His will, whereby He ex- 
tendeth or withholdeth mercy as He 
pleaseth, not to elect unto ete: nal life, 
and them hath He ordained to dishonor 
and wrath for their sins, to the praise 
of His glorious justice. Yet hath He 
no pleasure in the death of the wicked, 
nor is it His decree but the wickedness 
of their own hearts which restraineth 
and hindereth them from accepting His 
grace made in the Gospel.”’ 


A Bill to Admit Utah. 

Wasnineton, Jan. 18.—Senator 
Teller today introduced a bill to a 
Utah into the Union as a State. Al 
persons qualified for representatives to 
the Legislative Assembly are made eli- 
gible by the bill to be elected to a con- 
vention to form a State constitution, 
which shall meet on the first Tuesday in 
October of 1802. The bill, after re- 
citing the usual provisions of the con- 
stitution to be adopted, further pro- 
vides that it shall secure perfect tolera- 
‘tion of religious sentiment,and forbids 
the molestation of any person in the 
State in person or property on account 
of his mode of religious worship. All 
rights to public lands are to be dis- 
claimed by the State and November, 
1802, is fixed as the date of ratifica- 
tion of the constitution by the people.

A Sensational Case Bogun at 
Beaver, 


The Senator Faces His Assailants in 


the Courtroom. 


His Alleged Connection with Boodler 
Bardsley Denied. — 


Testimony as to That Note and Cer- 
tificate of Deposit Out of Which 
the Democratic, Press Tried 
to Make Capital. | 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Beaver (Pa.,) Jan. 18.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.}] The Quay-Star crim- 
inal libel suit was begun this morning, 
and great interest is felt in its progress. 
The attorneys for the prosecution are 
District Attorney Mechlem, J. M. Buch- 
anan and W. H.S. Thompson, the last 
two being prominent Democratic lead- 
ers, and J. Rankin Martin. Those for 
the defense are Dougherty, Robert 
Pitchie, chairman of the Democratic 
Committee, and Lewis Reed, all Demo- 
crats. A jury was secured this after- 
noon and after adjournment there was 
some talk about its membership politi- 
cally. There is “but one known 
crat and a majority of, the jurymen are 
active Republicans. 

The District Attorney in opening the 
case said that he expected to show that 
the certificate in question was used in. 
payment of a legitimate loan which 
Senator Quay had made to the Republi- 
can committee of Philadelphia; that 
the loan had been paid back in full, less 
a discount; that og had only a casual 
acquaintance with Bardsley and that 
the Star’s article was false and mali- 
cious. 

vavid Martin, ex-Collector of Internal 
Revenue of Philadelphia, testified that 
he had received from Senator Quay a 
personal note for $9000 upon which to 
raise the balance of the $10,000 
needed forthe campaign. The note was 
not discounted at the time, and Quay 
later gave him for the committee a 
check fur $9000 on deposit in the bank 
of Beaver. Bardsley identified the 
witness atthe bank, and also got the 
note discounted, and gave witness a 
certificate of deposit fur the proceeds, 
which he took to Washington and gave 
to Senator Quay. aoe 

Senator Quay himself was called and 
corroborated the previous testimony. 
He said thatin the campaign of 1889 
the Philadelphia City Republican Com- 
mittee needed $10,000. He gave 
$1000 and his note for $9000. 
was the same note referred to by the 
witnesses. As they failed to get it dig. 
counted, he gave the check for $900 
mentioned. He told them he needed 
money for another pur and that 
they must replace it with the proceeds 
of the note. The latter was not dis- 
counted until after the election, but a 
certificate of deposit was given him for 
the amount, and this he sent to the 
bank. The certificate was produced, and 
Quay said he would not like to swear to 
the signature. He had learned that it 
is not his signature. Headded: ‘‘it is 
a good imitation.’’ Quay said he had 
met Bardsley, but did not think he 
would know him now. 

The State’s Attorney read from the 
paper a portion of the article charging 
that Quay had shared in Bardsley's 
steal, and pronounced the statement 
false. The Senator said he was unable 
to find the note he gave the Philadel- 
phia Republicans. e had probably de- 
stroyed it when it was returned to him. 

Replying to questions of the defense, 
he said that the Philadelphia commit- 
tee had frequently drawn on him and 
he expected them to do it again. In 
cross-examination, he said that he com- 
plained by telegraph to the Keystone 
Bank authorities when the certificate of 
deposit appeared, because it had been 
stolen, photographed and placarded all 
over the State. It was in trust in a 
United States bank and they had no 
right to show it. 

Receiver Yardley, of the Keystone 
Bank, identified the certificate and tes- 
tified that Quay’s name did not appear 
in any other transaction of the bank. 

Other witnesses testified in line with 
the foregoing facts. The State’s At- 
torney read several editorials from the 
Star referring to Quay, after which the 
prosecution rested its case. 

Attorney Ritchie outlined the case for 
the defense, stating that they proposed 
to show that the publication of the ar- 
ticle was without malice. The electro- 
type plate of the certificate was re- 
ceived from the chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Central Committee. 

Adjourned until tomorrow.

BLOWN TO ATOMS. 


Powder Mills Expiode—Seyeral Men Im- 
atantly Killed. 

(Ky.,) Jan. 18.—[By 
the Associated Press.] The powder 
mills of Central City exploded 
this morning with terrific force.

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THE CITY COUNCIL. 


Matter. 


The Workman-Hollenbeek Park Dona- 
tion Discussed at Length. 
The Deeds Finally Reforred Back to 
the Grantors for Amendment, 


A Debate Over Mr, Ames’ Water Rights 
Leads to an Impromptu Investiga- 
tlon—Street and Sewer 
Work Ordered. 


Every ward was represented at the 
regular meeting of the Council yester- 
day morning, and there was an unusu- 
ally large attendance in the lobby of the 
Council chamber when Clerk Lueken- 
bach called the roll at the usual hour. 

After the usual preliminaries had 
been disposed of the Council proceeded 
with its regular routine businesss in the 
following order: 


REPORTS OF OFFICERS. 


4 last he had advertised for bids for the 
improvement of Eighteenth street from 
Toberman to Bush streets, but that no 
bids had been received therefor. Upon 
motion of Councilman Rhodes the Clerk 
was instructed to readvertise for pro- 
posals. 

The same official also reported that 
on October. 12 last he had advertised 
for bids for the improvement of Lake- 
shore avenue between First street and 
Bellevue avenue. but that no bids had 
been received and the matter had been 
referred to the member from the Sec- 
ond Ward, but that noaction had been 
taken since that time. Upon motion of 
Councilman Innes the incidental ex- 
penses incurred the present time 
were ordered paid by the city and the 
matter was then dropped. . 

The report of the City Treasurer, 
showing the transactions of his office 
during the month of December last past, 
was referred to the City Anditor. * 

PUBLIC PRINTING CONTRACT. 

The contract between the city and 
the Evening Express Company for the 
city’s printing during the current year 
and the accompanying bond inthe sum 
of $5000, with M. M. Gillespie and E. 
P. Johnson as sureties thereon, were 
read, approved and referred to the 
. Mayor for signature. 

pon motion of Councilman Summer- 
land the City Attorney was requested 
to inform the Council as to the reasons 
for the non-removal of the obstruction 
on the northwest corner of Vine and 
First streets. 

Councilman Summerland also moved 
that a wooden crosswalk be placed at 
the west line of New Main street at its 
intersection with Ann street, which mo- 
tion was referred tothe Board of Public 
Works. 

The report of the Finatce Committee 
and the usual batch of demands accom- 
panying’ were approved as read. 

On motion of Councilman Nickell the 
Street Superintendent was directed to 
allow the people to connect with the 
Downey avenue sewer. 

THE REES-HUTCHINSON MATTER. 

The special committee to whom had 
been referred the matter of the Herald's 
interview with Street Superintendent 
Hutchinson, reflecting upon some mem- 
ber of the Council, reported as follows: 

Your committee, to whom was referred 
the investigation of the report that some 
Councilman had received $5 per month, 
begs leave to say that an investigation 
showed an absolute absence of any informa- 
tion whatever, and the committee respect. 
fully asks to be discharged.”’ 

The report was adopted without com- 
ment, unanimously. 

THE BOYLE HEIGHTS PARK. 

The City Attorney’s report was read 
and disposed*of as follows: 

I have prepared and herewith present 
deeds from William H. Workman, donating 
11.942 acres, and from Mrs. Hollenbeck, 
donating 7.785 acres of land fora park in 
Boyle Heights. Ihave been informed by 
Mr. Workman that his» portion is mort- 
gaged, but that théconditions of the mort- 
gage are such that the portion donated for 
park purposes will be released upon being 
accepted as a public park. I present alsoa 
deed from Mrs. Holien*eck of a strip of 
land for St. Louis street. 

Councilman Tufts asked that the deeds 


| be read, and afterthis had been done 


said that he did not desire to see the 
Council slip up on this thing. Mr. 
Workman wanted the city to grade all 
the streets around the new park. He 
thought the city should only have to 
ade and pave half of the streets ad- 
joining the park and not that next to 
the private property across the way. 

Councilman Nickell said that there 
was another thing he desired to see 
stricken from the Workman deed. It 
provided that the cityshould expend 
a certain amount of money in im- 
proving the park for the first 
two years. Nowthe city had no con- 
trol over the expenditure of money in 
the parks, and even should the city 
spend $5000 this year, and did not do 
so next year, the property would revert 
to the grantor. 

Councilman Rees said that it had been 
understood between the city and the 
donors of this property that $5000 
should be spent upon the park this year 
and $5000 next year. It is acondition 
} upon which the land is presented. It 
lis natural that these people donating 
this park want tosee it improved. He 
would be glad if the donors of the park 
would not insist on this provision. 

Councilman McGarry did not think it 
would be proper for this Council to go 
beyond the period of their existence as 
tospending money. He thought it was 
all right to spend one $5000, but not to 
undertake to spend the second $5000. 

Councilman Nickell seized upon this 
argument and by it attempted to show

Ames being shut off, and asked that he 
be recalled and asked to give any infor- 
mation he had on the subject. 

Mr. Ames then came back, and in an- 
swer to questions stated that he did not 
know positively that Mr. Alford was in- 
terested in any outside water company, 
but he had been told that such was the 
case, and he believed he was, for he 
always protected this company.

If these: epidemics of la grippe con- 
tinue the United States will soon have 
the reputation of furnishing more than 
the usual quota of cranks and crazies. 
Local reports yesterday told of a man 
who went out into the suburbs of-t.os 
Angeles, stripped off his clothes and 
buried them and theh took through a 
cactus patch in a wild chase after 
death. His quest was successful, and 
adds some peculiarly grotesque and hor- 
rifying details to the record of suicide. 
Simultaneously a report reaches us from 
Chicago of a demented woman who 
walked ont upon the frozen lake, re- 
moved her clothing, lay down upon the 
ice ina perfectly nude condition and 
froze to death. Of course no other 
cause but insanity can be assigned for 
such an act. 

It is quite probable that in some cases 
of insanity cOmmunication between the 
nerves of sensation and the brain is en- 
tirely cut off, and that the patient feels 
no more discomfort in hacking, batter- 
ing, burning or freezing .his own body 
than he would in practicing upon a 
chunk of wood. It isnot long since a 
case of suicide was reported in Los An- 
geles embodying the most ghastly de- 
tails, which clearly pointed to such a 
The victim, who was de- 
mented, mangied himself in a way that 
no human being in his right mind could 
have endured. then plunged a knife into 
his breast and, being unable to extricate 
it for further work, went to sleep, and 
afterward claimed that he slept com- 
fortably for several hours, 

It may be a shred of comfort to—the 
friends of people who perish in such a 
miserable way to know that they do not 
suffer the physical torture which their 
self-mutilation would naturally imply. 
Perhaps their mental torture is enough 
worse to counterbalance it all. It is at 
best an uncanny subject. :

SUPREME COURT RULINGS. 


Cases Under the Immigration Regulations 
Are Not Appealable. 
Wasaineton, Jan. 18.—An opinion of 
importance in the construction: of the 
immigration laws was rendered in the 
United States Supreme Court today in 
the case of Nishimura Ekin, a Japanese 
woman, to whom entry into the United 
States was refused by the immigration 
officers and collector at San Francisco 
on the ground that she was likely to.be- 
come a public charge. / The ruling ‘of 
the immigration officers was contested 
and it was sought to have the federal 
courts, on application for a writ of 
habeas corpus, review the facts of the 
case. The Government contended that 
the ruling of the Treasury Department 
with reference tothe entry of immi- 
grants was final and not reversable by 
courts. This contention of the Govern- 
ment the Supreme Court today sus- 
tained. 
In the case of A. C. Pettie et al., 
laintiffs in error, vs. the Commercial 
ational Bank of Chicago, the Supréme 
Court affirmed thé judgment of the 
United States Circuit Court for the 
Northern District of Texas in favor of 
the bank, thus establishing the right of 
a national bank in one State to bring a 
suit against a citizen of another State 
inthe district in which such citizen 
lives, 


Opposed to Jastice Field, 

Cuicaco, Jan. 18.—United States Sen- 
ator Power of Montana, who stopped 
over here on his way to Washington, 
makes' no secret of his opposition to 
Justice Field for the reason that he 
thinks the Justice is using his influence 
to put men friendly to railroad com- 
panies on the bench. Power said in re- 
gard tothis matter that at the great 
irrigation convention at Salt Lake City 
the Field men showed up their hands by 
favoring the plan of the segregation of 
arid lands; in other words, the idea was 
to take the arid lands from the Govern- 
ment and give them to the several 
States. ‘‘California had an experience 
of that kind,’’ he said, ‘‘and she vir- 
tually is controlled today by railroads. 
The Northern Pacitic controls about 
17,000,000 acres out of 90,000,000 
acres of our mineral and arid lands, 
and we cannot afford to let judges give 
decisions in favor of segregation and 
grant the owners an opportunity to 
make a huge political machine out of 
the irrigation scheme.’’

This is an action for commissions alleged

suance of a contract alleged to have been 
made by the deferidants with them for the

cousty belonging to defendants. 

There were negotiations and correspond- 
ence and talks between the parties during 
the summer of 1883 in relation tothe mat- 
(er. butthe first definite contract on the 
subject was entered into in November, 
1883, and that contract is formed by way 
of a proposition contained in a letter on the 
part of defendants. through M. S. Sever- 
ance, which was. accepted in writing on the 
part of. plaintiffs. (Here follows the cor- 
respondence, consisting of ‘some twenty- 
three pages of type-written matter.) 

From this, says the Court, it appears very 
clearly that. at the time the plaintiffs, or 
Mr, Wilson, who acted for them mainly, 
did not understand that the defendants had 
so modided their contract of November 23, 
1883, as. to give a conveyance free of law- 
suits and unclouded, as now claimed; and. 
it further goes to show that the parties to 
the syndicate never did definitely b‘nd 
themselves, and agree to take the whole 


that the proposed. sale with the syndicate 
never was in a shape to be fully carried 

On the trial of the cause plaintiffs, 

through their counsel, produced the code 

or statute of Utah showing that the provi- 

sion of law, generally termed the statute of 

frauds, in that Territory does not include 

the requirement, as it does in this State, 
that an agreement authorizing or employ-. 
ing an agent or broker to purchase or sell 

real estate for a compensation or commis-

were any different from the law in refer- 

ence to the same matters. in this 
State, and in the absence of proof 
that the law of the Territory of 
Utah in these -respects is different from 
the law of this State, the presumption. 
is that the law is the same. (Norris vs. 

Harris, 15 Cal. 226; Hickman vs. Alpaugh. 

21 Cal, 225; Hill vs. Griggsby, 32 Cal. 

60; Masters vs. Lash, 61 Cal. 622, and the 
citations in the opinion of the courtin the 
last case on page 624.) 

As has already been seen the parties to 
the action entered into a written contract, 
to-wit, the contract of November 23, 1883, 
and such contract is subject-to the follow- 
ing rules of law: ‘The execution of a con- 
tract'in writing, whether the law requires 
itto be written or not, supercedes all 
the oral negotiations or stipulations con- 
cerning its matter which precede or accom- 
pany the execution of the instrument’’ (C. 
C. 1625.) “A contract is to be interpreted 
according to the law and usage of the place 
where it isto be performed" (C. C. 1646.) 
The contract questiog, although exe- 
cuted in Sait Lake, Utah., was to be per- 
formed in tiris State. contract in writ- 
ing may be altered by a contract in writ- 
ing. or by an executed oral agreement, and 
not otherwise.’’ (C. C. 1698.) ‘An exe. 
cuted contract is one the object of which is 
fully performed; all others are executory.”’ 
(C. C. 1664.) The question, however, of 
the construction or interpretation of the 
contract of November 23, 1883, is not 
raised, inasmuch as it seems to be so ex- 
plicit and definite as not to be misunder. 
stood, but the only polat made on the plain- 
tiffs is that it was modified. On this 
question we have already shown that, even 
if permissable to modify a written con. 
tract by parol, the preponderance of testi- 
mony is not with the plaintiffs. The law, 
however, does not allow a written contract 
to be so modified. ~ 

The plaintiffs’ counsel say in their very 
able argument on the subject that years of 
labor and many thousand dollars expended 
by plaintiffg for defendants, as shown by 
the testimony fm the case, without a dolar 
of remuneration having been received, 
shouid entitle them to a recovery unless 
there is some principle of law that prevents 
It. Ll have fully considered the claim here 
made. andif the question were one of quan- 
tum meruit instead of being. founded upon 
an express contract the ‘appeal would be 
entitled to consideration, but the ny 
is, as Suggested by counsel] in their appea 
that principles of lawin this case, as al 
ready shown, prevent a recovery and the

A Safe-cracker Caught at His Work 
in Saticoy. 


The Fellow Claims to be a Professional, and 
| Says He Has “Worked” Los An- 
goles, San Francisco and 
Other Places, 


The safe in the store of A. J. Arnold at: 


Saticoy was blown open early Sunday morn- 
ing, and while the burglar was still rifling 
its contents he was captured and is now in 
jailhere awaiting examination. The de. 
tails of the affair are as follows: The man, 
who gives his name as Charles Kingsley, 
arrived on the train Saturday night and 
hung around the store until after it had 
closed. Inthe building is the postoffice. 
About 11 o'clock the man effected an en- 
trance from the rear 4nd after eating a few 
crackers and some cheese attention was 
paid to a Hall safe in one corner. . A. small 
hole was bored through the door and a 
charge of giant powdersinserted. A long 
fuse was then attached and Kingsley went 
out to await results. The result came in 
the shape of an explosion, and it not only 
blew the door off but awoke Capt. W. H. A. 
Thompson, who was sleeping ih Arnold's 
residence in the rear of the store building. 
He got up in time to see the burglar reen- 
ter the store. Quickly dressing he soon 
aroused Mr. Arnold and they went 
down and opening the store walked 
in, and while the latter held a 
lamp Mr. Thompson carried a revolyer and 
a search was made forthe maninside. The 
safe was seen to have been demoralized, and 
the man’s shoes were next found close at 
hand. but not until the store had been 
searched all over was the burglar: found. 
He was crouching down behind a counter, 
but on the command of Thompson he came 
out and stood up. A search revealed the 
fact that be had taken a registered post- 
office money =e containing $98, $20 
in silver and some other articles. He had 
a full set of burglar tools, but no arms of 
any kind. 

After making the arrest several ns 
were summoned and a guard set until 
Sheriff Reiley and his deputy arrived about 
4 o'clock. The entrance was made about 
midnight and at 5 o’clock he was in jail.

That Nude Body Not Identifled 


Another Investigation Made by Cor- 
' oner Weldon Yesterday. 


Further Evidence Discovered That the 
Man Was Undoubtedly Insane. 


Seen Once After He Stripped Himself, 
When He Was Scratching About a 
House Like a Dog—Post Mor- 
tem Yesterday Afternoon, 


The “nude man mystery’’ Was not 
cleared up yesterday,.and unless he is 
identified in the morgue today it is 
more than possible that he will be 
buried as an unknown in the. ‘‘potter’s 
field,’ for no one could be found yes- 
terday in the vicinity of Burbank, 
where the body was discovered, who 
ever saw him before. a 

Early yesterday morning Coroner | 


make a further investigation, as the 
Coroner was notified after he left Mon- 
day that the dead man’s clothes had 
been found ina hole where he buried 
them when he started on his last race, 
after stripping himself as naked as the 
day he was born. 

As was stated in Tue Times yesterday, 
the man's clothing was found in a hole 
or grave about four miles this side of 
where his body was found on the San 
Fernando road. 

When the Coroner and Dr.,Brayant 
reached the little grave they removed 
the clothing. but could not find the 
trousers or shoes, but his coat and hat 
and underclothes were in the grave, 
ann the man must have torn them 
into strips after taking them off, for 
they were in that condition. 

The searching party soon after found 
another grave and on opening it they 
found his knife anda silver watch, but 
nothing else had been buried in the 
hole. 

About 200 yards from this last grave 
they found*the man’s blankets tied up 
in a bundle and on opening them they 
found a pair of trousers and some tow- 
els and underclothing. 

There was not a paper of any kind in 
the clothing by which the man could be 
identified. 

People of this class generally carry 
note-books, with all of kinds entries and 
or the place 
from which they came, but this man 
had nothing of the kind in his clothing. 

The man was seen once after he 
stripped himself. but an effort was 
not made to capture him, as the people 
who saw him took him for.a spook or 
wild man and did not care to chase him 
through cactus patches. 

Late Saturday night a family who 
live in a little frame house near where 
he buried his clothes were awakened 
by him. After he stripped himself he 
went to the house and the woman who 
was awake heard what she believed to 
be a dog scratching or digging in the 
ground by the side of the house. The 
walls are very thin and she coud hear 
every move he made. He crawled 


along bv the side of the house, and 


every few feet he would stop and dig a 
hole. He seemed to be trying to get 
under the house. She knocked on the 
wall several times and tried to drive 
him away, but he paid no attention to 
her, and she was aboutto go to sleep 
when she was startled almost to death 
by hearing him say in broken English: 
can't see it.’ 

The woman was so badly frightened 
that she awakened her husband and 
told him that some kind of an animal 
that could talk was digging under their 
house. 

The man listened afew minutes, and 
as the scratching still kept up he 
jumped up and hurriedly put on his 
clothes, when he suddenly opened the 
door and dashed around the house, but 
he was not quick enough, for the man 
must have heard him dressing as he 
was some yards off when the door was 
opened and was running across the 
field at a terrible rate of speed. 

He did not have a stitch of clothes on, 
and seemed to fly as he passed through 
cactus patches. The farmer chased 
him a sbort distance, but he did not 
know what it was, and soon returned 
home and nothing more was seen of the 
strange being. 

Yesterday afternoon Drs. Kannon and

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


The Canyada People Can Hope for 
a Road. 


A Four Per Cent. Grade Can be Run 
Through the Verdugo Canyon—Gen- 
eral, Local and Personal 
Rallroad Mention, 


“To those who think they know the to- 
pography of the country through which 
the La Cafiada people want the Ter- 
minal company to build a railroad into 
their fertile valley the scheme seems to 
be impracticable. The present terminus 
of the Glendale branch is at Verdugo, 
at the entrance to acafion which to un- 
professional eyes appears to afford no 
chance for further railroad construc- 
tion in that direction. But the am- 
bitions of the La Cafilada dwellers are 
not hopeless. Chief Engineer McClure 
of the Terminal Railroad Company says 
that a line could be run to that valley 
with grades not exceeding 200 feet to 
the mile. This would be a feasible 
route for light trains, but a 4 per cent. 
grade is too steep for heavy trailic. It 
will cost money, however, to build 
through that cafion, and before a rail- 
coad company will consider such an en- 
terprise it is likely, judging by known 
precedents, that some strong induce- 
ments must be held forth. The Caiada 
Valley will in time produce much traf- 
fic, but the revenue from that source is 
prospective. The right-of-way is of- 
fered free. and now if some.sort of 
bonus were promised it might possibly 
talk. 

SCRAP HEAP.
